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REMARKS. 


As the work of another school year is brought to a 
close, we can look upon the result with a fair degree of 
satisfaction. 

It is evident that our teachers have all endeavored to 
do faithful and efficient work, and, if in some cases the 
advancement of the pupil has not been what could reason- 
ably be expected, we think it was not the fault of the 
teacher. 

We desire to call the attention of every parent and 
citizen to the importance of co-operating with the School 
Board in complying with the requirements of the law re- 
garding the regular attendance of scholars at our public 
schools: In some instances during the year we feel that 
parents and guardians have not done their full duty in 
this respect. 

It is far better for all who are interested in the wel- 
fare of the children to unite in bringing about the desired 
result than for the School Board to be obliged to enforce 
the law by legal suasion which would only cause hard 
feelings, trouble and expense to the parties concerned. 

It is hoped that with the increased amount of money 
required by law to be raised for school purposes, our 
school yeat may be not less than thirty weeks, while the 
expetise of conveying scholars is greater than we could 
wish, yet the cost per week compared with the service 
rendered is much less than it was a few years ago and is 
being decreased from year to year as fast as is consistent 
with reason and justice, in our opinion. | 

Our school buildings can undoubtedly be kept in 
good repair at a small expense for several years to come. 
We consider them a credit to the town and an evidence 
of the interest manifested by the people in the cause of 
education.
